Speculations Rife About His 
Successor. 


Baccarat Scandal. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 


Lonpon, June 1.—The famous Bac- 
carat scandal trial, otherwise the ac- 
tion of Sir William Gordon Cumming 
against Mr. and Mrs. Lycett Green, 
Mrs. Arthur Wilson, Mr. Arthur Wil- 
son and Berkeley Lovett, for slander, 
was commenced before Lord Chief: 
Justice Coleridge to-day. Long before’ 
the hour fixed for hearing the case, 
the court-room was filled with crowds 
of fashionable people who had been 
lucky enough to obtain tickets. Judge 
Coleridge had given orders that ad- 
mission to Court was to be by special 
ticketsonly, and he announced that 
be would be able to accommodate only 
a few most distinguished applicants 
with seats beside him onthe bench, 
the main body of the Court for mem- 
bers of the bar and witnesses, jurymen 
and about thirty-five newspaper re- 
porters. The result was that crowds 
of angry, disappointed people were 
seen outside of the Court. The first 
tremor of excitement was caused by 
the arrival in the court-room of Cum- 
ming, the plaintiff, accompanied by 
his counsel, Solicitor-General and Dr, 
Gill. It was intended that Attorney- 
General Webster and Sir Charles 
Russell should be the leading counsel 
for defendants, but owing tothe fact 
that Webster is obliged to appear in 
another case, he was compelled to re- 
sign at the last moment. Sir Charles 
Russell will act as leading counsel for 
all the defendants. Plaintiff was cool 
and calm, but apparently not in the 
best of humor. 

The heir apparent entered Court 
shortly after 11 o’clock, accompanied 
by his private Secretary., The Prince 
took a seat near Justice Coleridge. 
The enterance of the,Prince of Wales 
was the signal for the Court proceed- 
ings to commence. No sooner was 
the Prince seated than the jury was 
sworn and Lord Chief Justice Col- 
ridge, taking his seaton the bench 
aud addressing  Solicitor-General 
Clarke, the leading counsel for. plaint- 
iff, said in substance he desired the 
Prince of Wales should be kept in 
Court as short a time as possible. To 
this the Solicitor-General assented. 
Sir Edward Clarke amid almost breath- 
less sileace, then opened the case for 
plaintiff. Ha said the charge was not 
@_ serious one. % 

He detailed the circumstances of the 
now famous card party at Tanby 
Croft, Arthur Wilson’s residence, dar- 
ing the Doncaster meeting in Septem- 
ber, 1890. 

** Baccarat,’’ suid the Solicitor- 
General, ‘‘ had never been played be- 
fore at Tanby Croft. 2 


“It weuld be his duty,” said the 
Soliciter-General, ‘‘to put the Prince 
of Wales and General Owen Williams 
in the box, and their testimony would 
satisfy the jury if thev saw nothing 
wrong on the part of Cumming.” 


He concluded his address by mak- 
ing a brillant, eloquent and passion- 
ate appeal to the jury on behalf of his 
client. He claimed that he was 
plainly a victim of circumstances and 
of a false desire to avoid a scandal 
which would have ‘implicated his 
hosts at Tanby Croft and his old 
friends who played baccarat there 
with him. 

At the conclusion Sir William Gor- 
don Cumming, the plaintiff, was called 
to the witness box. The plaintiff 
said the Prince of Wales acted as 
banker upon the occasion referred to, 
and that General Williams was crou- 
pier. His (plaintiff’s) attention was 
not called the first night, September 
8, to the complaint made against him 
the following evening. He said when 
dressing for dinner Lord Coventry and 
General Williams came to him in his 
bedroom at Tanby Croft. The former 
said some people staying there said 
he (Cumming) had while playing bac- 
Carat the previous evening resorted to 
foul play. Plaintiff said he then re- 
plied that this was a foul, oheinteaine

do? You two are my old friends. 
For goodness sake say what is to be 
done.’’ 

The plaintiff them remarked, he 
adds to this request that he placed 
the whole matter entirely in their 
hands and that after dinner,at the 
suggestion of Lord Couentry and 
General Williams, he (plaintiff) had 
an interview with the Prince of Wales 
to whom he repudiated the charge 
brought against him and said: ‘Your 
Royal Highness will see what a terri- 
ble thing this is for me, who have been 
attempting for ‘twenty years to lead 
the life of an officer and gentieman.”’ 
‘lo this, according to [plaintiff, the 
Prince of Wa'es replied, ““What can 
you do, there are five accusers?’’ Sif 
William - on Cumming said he 
answered; “‘The first impulse is to 
publish the insult of the accusers upon 
the race course to-morrow.” To the 
Prince of Wales, the plaintiff, testify- 
ing, replied: ‘‘What is the use, that 
there are five against you?’’ Sir Will- 
iam said, half an hour after his inter- 
view with the Prince, he was sum- 
moned to another room where he 
found Lord Coventry and Ben Will- 
jams who told him the only way to 
avoid a horrible scandal was to sign a 
document which he had already pro- 
duced and read. Plaintiff said that 
althouge it was tantamount to an ad- 
mission of guilt, he was pursuaded to 
sign it, believing he could trust his 
honor to Willigms and Coventry. 
Cumming concluded his testimony 
with asolemn denial that he ever 
chéated at cards at Tranby Craft or 
anywhere else. Cross-examination 
of plaintiff was then commenced by | 
Sir Charles Russell, leading counsel | 
for defendants. The Court, after hear- 
ing further testimony for plaintiff, ad- 
journed. The Prince of Wales re- 
mained throughout. 


Sir John’s Successor.

Toronto (Ont.), June 1.—In the 
discussion of the question of what will 
follow in the event of Sir John Mc- 
Donald’s demise, the Glode, the prin- 
cipal organ of the party, says: ‘‘Hints 
have been thrown out about cealition, 
but that is out of the question. The 
Liberals would not coalesce with Tup- 
per or Langevim upon any terms, nor 
join with Abbott or Tompson, except 
upon a clear understanding that the 
national policy should be abandoned 
in favor of free trade with the United 
States. Whoever Sir John’s successor 
may be, the task before him is one of 
extraordinary difficulty.. The Liber- 
als are prepared in putting public con- 
siderations first, to do everything that 
is fair and reasonable, but they can- 
not be expected to condone things 
which they have condemned, or to 
support a fiscal policy which they 
know to be wrong. 

Orrawa, June 1.—Now that Sir

The general opinion is that 
Sir John Thompson will be the next 
Premier, although a majority of west- 
ern members favor Sir Charles Tup- 
per. The French Conservatives are 
almost a unit for Thompson, and 
many insist upon his appointment.

Biue Book Facts

Lonpon, June; 1.—The Blue Book 
publistied this afternoon gives the 
most recent correspondence between 
Great Britain and the United States 
touching the Bering sea seal fisheries. 
It opened with a telegram from Salis- 
bury to Pauncefote, British Minister 
at Washington, dated April 17th ex- 
pressing his approval of Secretary 
Blaine’s suggestion that there be a 
complete cessation of seal catching 
pending the award proposed by the 
Board of Arbitration. Then follow 
cable dispatchea from Sir Julian 
to Lord Salisbury referring to modus 
videndi, and informing Lord Salisbury 
that Secretary Blaine preferred a pro- 
posal for a close season should come 
from Great Britain. The Biue ‘Book 
also gives Secretary Blaine’s dispatch 
of May 4th, detailing the proposals 
and note of Minister Pauncefote to 
Secretary Blaine of May 5th. Ina 
dispatch to Lord Salisbury of May 
20th, Minister Pauncefote says Presi- 
dent Harrison is anxious for a reply to 
Blaine’s last note; and in a dispatch 
of May 25th he said the President is 
much concerned, but cannot detain 
the cruiser. The Blue Book ended

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THE rapid advance in the price 
of cattle since April 1 has elevated 
the hopes of the beef growers to 
the highest pinuacle. - The Denver | 
Field and Farmer takes the folow- 
ing hopeful view of the situation: 
During the last thirty days the 
price for steers has increased thirty 
per cent., and the steer which sold 
last March for only $20, now brings 
$26. Nor have prices reached a 
maximum figure: Beef on the 
-hoof will no doubt bring $6.00 a 
hundred before July 1, in the Den- 
ver market, and will jump to $5.50 
before the June 15. Everything 
points to a continuance of good 
prices for several years to come, 
for not only is the demand greater 
than ever in all parts of the United 
States but is unusually brisk all 
over the world. Countries wiich 
have heretofore imported trom 
other sources than America will 
be compelled by trade complica 
tions to secure beef from this 
country, and pay a good price for 
.it. The retail price of beef is prac- 
ticxlly prohibitory to the poor and 
laboring classes of the east and well 
nigh so in the west. In Europe 
beefis aluxury enjoyed only by 
the rich or well-to-do, and is get- 
ting scarcer every year, while the 
demand grows greater. 

The expom trade of the United 
States by reason of the very ef- 
ficient work accomplished by Sec- 
retary Rusk last year, has in- 
creased a thousand head a day 
over the shipments of 1888 and 
1889. From the outlook of to-day 
the export on the hoof will doubt- 
less reach 1,500 head a day for 300 
days out of the year. This vast 
amount of live cattle, together 
with the exportation of dressed 
beef, will create a drain upon our 
livestock centers and clear the 
markets of the surplus which has 
hitherto been a glut. For seven 
years our cattlemen have been ek- 
ing out a doubtful existence 
scarcely knowing whether they 
were bankrupt or solvent, hoping, 
trusting, seeking for a way out of 
their embarrassment, with little to 
encourage them. Every cattleman 
in the great west is worthy of and 
should receive a generous praise 
for his rustling and endurance. 


SENATOR STEWART has an article 
in the June Forum in which he 
says: 

The addition to our circulating me- 
diam up ‘othe pres: nt time which free 
coinage would have caused could not 
have exceeded fifteen million dollars. 
Such an addition would have beena 
great boon in the present stringeucy 
of the money market. _The prediction 
that European coiu would be sent here 
if our mints were opened to free coin- 
age of silver isidie. Europe needs all 
her silver coin. It is all held in re- 
serve for her redemption of paper or is 
in circulation among the people. It is 
the people’s money, which cannot be 
withdrawn without inconvenience. 
It is circulating on a par with gold ata 
ratio af15%tol. This isa valuation 
higher by more than three per cent. 
than that placed on the silver in the 
standard dollar. There is no silver 
coin in the world which is not valued 
higher than our own, except the Mex- 
ican dollar, which contains a little 
more silver than there is in the stand- 
ard dollar ofthe United States. “The 
only cheap silver inthe world is the 
small accumulativn of silver bullion 
now on the market. That accumula- 
tion not nnly depresses the price of sil- 
ver’ but weighs down the price of all 
commodities.

The mistakes in newspaper offices 
arising from the faulty chirography of 
occasional contributors have led to the 
publication of a few specimens, says 
the Rochester Post-Express.

Nevada’s Provision Fer a New 


Railroad. | 

The San Francisco Bulletin of Sat- 
urday contains the following: 

An enactmenit went through the 
“last Legislature of Nevada very qui- 
etly, which may ultimately prove of 
value to California. Nevada peuple 
speculated concerning the matter at 
the time, but since little has been 


| heard of it, The law wasa sort of 


railroad encouragement bill, and so far 
as shrewd guessers can figure out, its 
object was to coax some western line 
into crossing Nevada. That such a 
line once across Nevada would come 
to the coast is assured. Another as- 
sumption, that is very proper under 
the circumstances, is that the law was 
not pushed through the Legislature 
aimlessly. Bills do not go through 
Legislatures that way. If this rail- 
road bill was not backed by some cor- 
poration which plans to push its track 


westward, soon as it can conveniently 
do so, then all the prize guessers of 
the Sagebrush State are very much off 
in their reckoning. 

The bill provides for the furnishing 
of aid by various designated counties 
to a railroad line which may be con- 
structed across the central part of 
Nevada south of the present Central 
Pacific line. It is assumed, appar- 
ently, that the route of the road will 
be from Salt Lake to Reno and be- 
yond, crossing the counties of White 
Pine, Eureka, Churchill, Lander. and 
Storey. It isprovided that all coun- 
ties through which the line passes 
shall aidto the extent of $38,000 a 
mile by remitting all railroad taxes, 
both State and county, until such 
time as they may amount tothe sam 
named. From all that can be learned 
the route of the proscribed road is 
northerly from Reno to Beckwith in 
Plumas county, at the opening of the 
famous pass into California, which 
was famed among all pioneers for its 
easy grade wagon road. Beckwith is 
about forty-three miles south of Ama- 
dee, the present terminus of the par- 
row gauge line that runs north from 
Reno. In crossing Nevada itis un- 
derstood this legislative railway line 
will touch both Eureka and Austin. 
It is figured by Nevada mining men 
that such a road would do a great 
business from the start, even if only 
convecting Austin and Eureka with 
Salt Lake, by reason of the fast in- 
creasing amounts of ore that now have 
to go by around-about route to either 


The peculiar legislative action re- 
vives gossip concerning overland rail- 
Way possibilities for which all the 
coast is hopeful. It recalls the many 
surveys made in and about Beckwith 
and Oroville two years ago. It re- 
calls the reported anxiety of the Don- 
ahue line managers to sell its system 
fora western overland terminus. It 
makes, the close watcher of railway 
affairs wonder which of the progres- 
sive western lines will first push on 
to this coast, breaking through all 
agreements of capital, for the sake of 
the assured patronage of another over- 
land system. The Union Pacific, 
Santa Fe, Chicago and Northwestern 
Chicago, Burlington aud Quincy and 
Chicago and Rock Island are chief 
among the systems, whose lines at 
present are placed most advanta- 
geously forthe extension advocated.

AERIAL GIAN Ss. 


A Meeting of the Cyclone and the Anti 
Cyclone at Sea. 

‘However uninteresting the monthly 
budget of weather reports furnished to 
seamen by the hydrographic office may 
ordinarily be to landsmen, the data 
gathered by Lieut. G. C. Hanus, of the 
United States steamship Enterprise, re- 
garding a recent norther at Colon tell 
a picturesque story of a battle between 
aerial giants. It happened, says the 
New York Sun, at a certain time that a 
vast cyclone or storm area (area of-low 
pressure, the report calls it) was sweep- 
ing along to the westward just north 
of the equator. Within a circle many 
hundreds of miles in diameter the wind 
drove around and around under low- 
ering skies and with increasing speed 
until the vortex was reached, when the 
hurrying vapors that had been carried 
along were suddenly released-to shoot 
up in a vast column and float away in 
feathery clouds that told the story of 
their origin to a practiced eye a thou- 
3and miles away. 

As this storm came whirling with ‘its 
heavy northeast gales in advance across 
the Caribbean sea, an anti-cyclone, or 
area of high pressure was developed 
over the broad prairies of Texas. Its 
course was easterly and its pathway 
was swept by heavy gales from the 
northwest. It was inevitable that the 
two giants of the air should meet. 
Such giants often do meet, andin the 
eonflict that follows ships and sailors 
and every living thing beneath suffer 
in wind and rain or snow for many 
days, before one or the other yields or 
is worn out. 

But when these two giants met they 
for a time joined hands in their efforts 
to clear the sea of ships. The gale from 
the northwest met the breath of the cy- 
clone coming from the northeast fairly 
over the Yucatan straits between Cuba 


and the mainland. The two winds be- 
came one that headed directly south. 
With growing force they drove the 
great waves before them and “‘sent the 
dogs before their master."’ The vessels 
in every port along the isthmian coast 
slipped their moorings and -hastened 
into open water and there made every- 
thing snug for the hurricane that came 
down upon them a few hours later.

THE JINRIKISHA. 


Japan’s Favorite Mode of Transportation 
Quite a Recent Invention. 

A two-wheeled vehicle called the jin- 
rikisha, now seen on every road and in 
every village of Japan, says a writer 
in.-Scribner’s Magazine, is a new inven- 
tion, not yet quite a quarter of a centu- 
ry old. Noone positively knows who 
introduced it, but it struck such root 
that in Tokio alone there are at pres- 
ent between 30,000 and 40,000 of these 
two-wheeled chairs, and they have 
spread to China and Malay, employing 
numbers of the working population, 
and adding an immense convenience to 
public life. Jinrikisha signifies ‘*‘man-~ 
power vehicle,” and if you have two 
men to pull you the phrase for that 
is ‘‘ni-nim biki,” the letters being a lit- 
tle altered by what Japanese grammar 
calls ‘‘nigori.” The Tokio citizens call 


_ their little cab ‘‘kuruma,” which means 


‘‘a wheel,” and. the cooly who pulls it 
is termed a kurumaya. He must. bring 
to his business lungs of leather and 
sinews of steel; nor does one ever cease 
to wonder at the daily endurance of 
these men. In hot and cold weather 
alike, streaming with perspiration or 
pelted with snow and sleet, they trun- 
dle you along, apparently incapable of 
fatigue; always cheerful, always, in my 
experience, honest and easily satisfied; 
sufficiently rewarded for running a 
league with a sum equivalent to three 
of yourdimes. The natives, who make 
bargains with them before starting, go 
immense distances for incredibly small 
fares, and constantly ride two together 
in the same conveyance. I have seen a 
kurumaya cheerfully wheeling along a 
father and mother with three children, 
to say nothing of the ower-pots, bird- 
cages and bunches of daikon—the great 
and dreadful radish of the country—car- 
ried in the family laps. 

At the end of a long runa cup of pale 
tea, a whiff at the little brass pipe, and, 
perhaps, a slice of bread dipped in 
treacle, start them off again, fresh and 
lively, for another stiff stretch. The 
inen who took usto Nikko from Utsu- 
nomiya ran the entire twenty-five miles 
in four hours with ease, though mueh 
of it was uphill, ad would have re- 
turned had we desired it the same day. 
A. jinrikisha\. man in good case and 
fairly paid is not at all afraid of forty | 
or fifty miles day after day; nor is it 
true that their work makes them spe- 
cially short-lived, so far as my inquiries 
have gone. I am persuaded that very 
advantageous use could be made of this 
kind of transport in acampaign. Aku- 
rumna can go wherever there is a path, 
and ww draw munitions, provisions, 
stores, or toconvey the sick and wound- 
ed, a corps of jinrikisha mén would be 
invaivabie to an army. |
